Buffalo, Sept. 11.—At 10:15 this 


morning Dr. McBurney, upon leaving 
the Milburn house said: "The Presi- 
dent passed a very comfortable night 
and I am now perfectly certain that 
he will recover. The work of last night 
should not be dignified by the term of 
an operation. 
We simply 
cut two 


stitches and drew off a little serum. I 
cleansed the wound and left it to heal. 
When the operation was performed 
shortly after the shooting a small 


coat was recovered from beneath the 
sliln. At tflkt time it was foreseen 
that an irritation might arise. The ir- 
ritation came yesterday and'the stitch- 
es were cut open last night to draw off 
the white watery serum which had 
collected beneath the skin. 


"There was no pus. The only pres- 


ent result of the shot is the external 
wound, the stomach wounds having 
entirely, healed, and that organ nor- 
mally performing its functions. 


"The President is now taking beef 


juice by mouth and may be given the 
white of an egg by night. 


"There is not one alarming symp- 


tom at ,present. 


"I may leave the city tonight but if 


I remain it will simply be because of 
my great interest in the case.

LONG TIME 


Will the Would-be Assassin "Shawl- 


cotch" Spend in Prison for 


His Crime. 


Buffalo, 
Sept. 11.- -Leon Czolgosz, 


would-be assassin "of President McKin- 
ley, will be prosecuted in the New 
York state courts. This decision was 
arrived at by Gov. Odell, District At- 
torney Penney and Secretary Root af- 
ter a conference. Though the legal- 
ity for .Czol'gosz's crime is only ten 
years, he will be indicted for assault 
in the first degree on Detective Ire- 
land and Foster and James Parker, 
whom he menaced with his revolver. 
He was guilty of carrying concealed 
weapons and was guilty of two dis- 
tinct assaults on the President, two 
crimes in firing two shots. He will 
spend from 10 to 40 years in the peni- 
tentiary, with everything favoring the 
40 year sentence. His defense will be 
insanity, according to information giv- 
en out by his step-mother who is now 
in Buffalo.

ed for the Czar. 


Paris, Sept. II.—The Echo de Paris,

Sakharoff, the Russian chief of staff, 
asserts that the Russian emperor and 
empress will spend the aftcsnoon of 
Sept. 20 in Paris; that M. Loubet will

Four" companies, with the exception 
of the Western Coal and Mining com- 
pany, have all posted notices offering 
the men 65 cents a ton for mine run 
coal, an eight-hour day and other con- 
cessions, with a few exceptions, that 
the union contract, known as the Kan- 
sas City contract, asks. The Western 
Coal and Mining company professes to 
have a contract yet in force, but on 
the whole offers the same concessions.

In 1900, the total receipts of the fund 


were §6. 255,987. and the dxpenditures 
-were §5,104,769, leaving a balance of 
§1,151,126. The increase ot revenues 
was ?^,399,183, and the increass o£ ex- 
penditures was §1,619,963. 


In 1890 the total population of Ohio 


was 3,672,316. In 1300, 4,157,545, ar, 
increase of 485,225. 


In 1SOO the rate of state taxation 


for general revenue purposes was 1.4 
mills. In 1900 it was the same. 


In 1S90 the receipts into the gen- 


eral revenue fund from all sources 
other than the 1.4 mills levy on the 
real estate and personal property of 
the state was $901.428. In 1900 these 
receipts were §2,6'JLU51. 


The following striking facts arc pre- 


sented by this array of figures: 


1. The population of Ohio between 


3 £90 and 1900 increased 13.2 per cent. 


2. The total amount of taxes col- 


lected from the people for

U. The total expenditures from the 


general revenue fund has increased 
42.3 per cent. 


4. The tax rate upon the real es- 


tate and personal property of Ohio, 
for state purposes, is as great in 1900 
as in 1S90, notwithstanding the in- 
crease of §2,699,151 from new sources 
of taxation within that period. 


5. That the increase of expendi- 


tures is out of all proportion to the in- 
crease of population during the ten 
years.

§150,000, the safe balance at the end 
of the fiscal year, remaining in the 
treasury is dead ! capital to the tax- 
payers, and should have been remitted 
from the state levy of 1.4 mills, mak- 
ing the rate of state taxation .8 mill, 
keeping the §1,000,000 in the pockets 
of the taxpayers at large. 


The question naturally arises: "Why 


have the expenditures from the gen- 
eral revenue fund increased so enor- 
mously, and so disproportionately to 
the increase in population during the 
past ten years?" 


There is but one answer to the ques- 


tion: 
By multiplying offices and in- 


creasing salaries and all manner of 
public expenditures to enable the tax- 
eaters to consume the revenues pour- 
ed into the state treasury by the tax- 
payers. 


Here are a few samples 
showing 


how the public revenues are trans- 
ferred from the pockets of private cit- 
izens to the officeholders: 


1. The amount expended in the of- 


fice of commissioner -of railroads and 
telegraphs in 1S90 was §4.456; in 1900,

2. The amount expended in the 


labor commissioners' office in 1890 was 
§7,384; in 1«00, §14,857, an increase of 
101 per cent. 


3. The amount expended in the of- 


fice of the mine inspector in 1S90 was 
§12.953; in 3900, §19,376, an increase 
of 50 per cent. 


4. The amount expended in the of- 


fice of the inspector of workships in 
1890 was §10.085; in 1900, §29,325, an 
increase of 191 per cent. 


5. The amount expended in the of- 


fice ot the dairy and food commis- 
sioner in 1890 was §6.220; in 1900, 
§45.637, an increase of 633 per cent. 


These are but samples. The increase 


extends all along the line, and hun- 
dreds of new offices have been created 
to cat up the uselessly increasing reve- 
nues. 


In ISiirt. the total value of taxable 


property was SI. 778,138.477. The state 
tax was $4.7!iS.f>35.64. The total tax 
was §37,fi36 940.58. 


In lit" in. tne total taxable property 


was §1,834.053.228 — increase of §,55,914,- 
751 over Ibisu. The state tax in 190ri 
was §5.316,G23.01 — increase of §517.- 
9S7.37 over 1S99. The total tax wa- 
§45,ous, 126.85— an increase of §7,37i,- 
185.27 over 1S90. 


The total debts of all counties, town- 


ships. cities, incorporated villages and 
separate school districts for 1S90 was 
$62.992,95*1.74. 


The total debts of 
all counties, 


townships, cities, incorporated villages 
and separate school' districts for 1900 
was §96.193.513.94 — an increase of §33,- 
200,557.20 over 1890. 


In other 
words, the Republican 


party of Ohio, in the last ten years,

debtedness of the counties, townships, 
cities, incorporated villages and separ- 
ate school districts, and through the 
§1,800,000 "increase" 
from 
"excise 


laws" and "largely increased revenues 
from the liquor traffic" and "from oth- 
er sources other than by taxation upon 
property," 'Ohio has paid dearly for 
the Republican "whistle"—over §42,- 
000,000! 


Is there any reason—Divine or hu- 


man—why the people of Ohio should 
not try a change in the executive de- 
partment and In the politics of the 
general assembly? 


But the above startling facts are not 


referred to by Governor Is ash nor by 
the Republican leaders and editors. 


On the other hand, they carefully 


conceal them and go on year after 
year creating new offices, the most of 
them sinecures, to consume the in- 
creasing revenues. 


The policy should be, with the in- 


crease of the excise revenues in the 
general revenue fund, to reduce the 
state levy, so that the property owners 
01 the state would get the benefit of 
the excise tax. 


As it is, it affords no sort of relief 


Lo the property owners, and benefits 
only the officeholding class. 


And yet the taxpayers have a simple 


and an ample remedy in their own 
hands. 
They have only to turn the 


Republican state administration and 
legislature out of power, and install 
better men and business ideas in their 
stead. 


The present organized "body of tax- 


eaters have been weighed in the bal- 
ance and found wanting. 


Knowing this, they are anxious to 


avoid the discussion and consideration 
of state and local matters and mislead 
the people by the discussion of na- 
tional questions, which .are not in is- 
sue. 


The reason for this avoidance is 


easily comprehended by those who 
care to comprehend it. 
They know 


and realize that upon the naked issue 
of maladministration 
of the state's 


affairs, and the inequalities of state 
and local taxation, they would lose. 


And yet these are the vital issues 


before the people in the campaign 
Trhicn will end in the election on the 
5th oi November next. 


They are the real matters of "con- 


cern to the voters and taxpayers of 
the state. What has "world power," 
and "commerce following the. flag," 
and "loyalty to the administration," 
and similar phrasing to do with the 
welfare -and highest interests of the 
taxpayers of Ohio? 


The exploitation of conquered lands

The voters of the state will be fool- 


ish indeed if they permit a will-o'- 
the-wisp to lead them away from their 
own interests.

CROP BULLETIN 


Good Corn in Northern Ohio, While 


the South Still Suffers—Colum- 


bus Bureau's Bulletin. 


The climate and crop bulletin for 


Ohio issued from the Columbus weath- 
er station Tuesday contains the fol- 
lowing general summary: 


The temperature has averaged a lit- 


tle above normal, warm days and cool 
nights being the rule. Some "light 
showers have occurred in the north- 
east. 


In the west and southwest no rain 


has fallen and the ground is getting 
too dry to plow. Pastures are drying 
up and wells and cisterns are very 
low. 
In other sections plowing has 


progressed satisfactorily and a little 
wfieat has been sown in Allen, Car- 
roll, Monroe and Tuscarawas counties. 
Most wheat will be sown late to avoid 
the Hessian fly. 


.Early corn is being cut in all sec- 


tions. Late corn shows many r good 
fields in the north and northeast and 
some in the south. 
^

Tobacco is doing fairly well. With 


good weather for ripening a fair crop 
of good quality will be secured. Cut- 
ting is in progress. 


Late potatoes show improvement in 


the northern sect'on of the state, in 
the south there has been but little 
change. Pastures and gardens are in 
good condition in the northeastern 
section, but arc nearly dried up in the 
southwest. In the extreme southwest 
stock is being fed. 


Clover for seed is being cut. Some 


has been hulled. The yield 
varies 


from light to good. The quality aver- 
ages very good. 


Buckwheat promises a very good 


crop. 


A large crop of peaches is being 


marketed. In some sections 
of the 


state the crop is the largest ever 
known. Grapes are more promising 
than at the last report, but the crop 
will hardly be of as good quality as 
usual. The prospect for apples contin-

Cleveland Reds. 


Cleveland, Sept. 11.—Public opinion 


in this city is still greatly divided on 
the question as to whether Cleveland 
"reds" ware concerned in the at 
tempted assasination of the president. 
The police have utterly failed in their 
search for evidence of a plot and are 
thoroughly convinced that none exist- 
ed, at least in the immediate circle of 
Leon Czolgosz's friends and relatives. 
Repeated calls at the Czolgosz home 
on Fleet street by reporters who 
sought interviews with the father of 
the assassin were without result. All 
visitors were informed that Czolgosz 
was not at home. Mrs. Czolgosz, the 
assassin's stepmother, was seen at 
the house of a neighbor, and stated 
that her husband was working on a 
city street gang. 


Single Taxer Jailed. 


Detroit, Sept. 11.—Tom Bowdin, a 


local single tax advocate and street 
speaker, and the man whose defiance 
of the police brought on the riot in 
the Campus Martius last May, was ar- 
rested just after he had declared, 
speaking of Leon Czolgosz, "I wish to 
God that there were a lot of other 
just such men in the country " Bow- 
din was speaking from his wagon on 
the campus. He led -up to his remark 
by saying: "This man who attempted 
to assassinate McKinley, like many 
other men, believe the people are op- 
pressed." After his utterance Super- 
intendent of Police Downey ordered 
Bowdin to cease talking, and on his 
refusal arrested him on the charge of 
disorderly conduct and inciting trou- 
ble.

among those in charge of the case 
that food should be administered to 
the ' patient by the mouth; Not since 
the shooting has a morsel of food 
been giver, to the president by nat- 
ural means, but the drain on his sys- 
tem has been met by dissolved foods 
administered by injection. 
This has 


been a period of four days' fasting j 
from ordinary means of nourishment. 
Tap importance of this feeding by the 
mouth is to restore the normal action 
of the stomach for the first time since 
that organ had both its walls pierced 
by a bullet. The doctors have decided 
that the time has come to rsriew these 
normal functions, and the four days 
which have elapsed since the wounds 
in the stomach were closed give every 
assurance that the sutures are suffi- 
ciently healed to allow nature to re- 
sume her way.

This incident can 
not give 


rise to other complications, but it is 
communicated to the public, as the 
surgeons in attendance wish to make 
their bulletins entirely frank. 
In con- 


sequence of this separation of the 
edges of the surface wound the heal- 
ing of the same will be somewhat de- 
layed. The president is now wel 
enough to begin to take nourishment 
by the mouth in the form of pure beef 
juice. 


Within the sick room many evi- 


dences of the president's improvement 
arc apparent. The president himself 
began to show confidence in his abil- 
ity to care for himself, and from time 
to time he would carefully turn him- 
self to get a more restful position.

Marks the Opening of the Oyster Sea- 


son—It is More Than a Mere 


Superstition. 


(Mansfield Shield.) 


The oyster season has opened. 
"I received more inquiries for oys- 


ters in an hour today than I 
have 


had in the past week, though I have 
been selling the bivalves since about 
the middle of August," said a local 
dealer yesterday. "It beats all how 
people stick to the popular belief about 
oysters not being good except during 
months 
whose 
names contains the 


letter R." 


The R in the month is more than a 


superstition. The harvesting of the 
crop begins Septemberl anu on thai 
date, as the signal flag of the oyster 
commissioners 
is raised 
above the 


government boat, fleets of oyster boats 
and 
hundreds 
of fishermen begin 


wor"- on the beds of oysters off the 
eastern and western shores of the Dei- 
aware. This will continue until sun- 
set, when the flag drops. Any planter 
caught dredging before or after the 
flag signals is likely to find his cargo 
confiscated and lose his license for- 
ever.
